Fellow Member CHS:- 


This is without a doubt the most important letter that I have sent 
out to the members, and I sincerely ask that you read and consider every 
word of ity and act promptly so that the forthcoming election will be 
handled in as short a time as possible, and with the least confusion. 


During the past few weeks your Board of Directors has been considering 
and voting on four resolutions} as per copy attached. Please stop now and 
read them over carefully so that you wi be able to follow this letter. 


I am very happy to announce that the resolutions were voted on by the 
Directors, to the point where it could almost be called "unanimous" and 
this is indeed a good sign for the future of CHS. The only question that 
was raised by two Directors, was that one or two of these resolutions 
"were already on the books", 


Howover, in this connection would say that CHS has gone a long way 
since it was a little family affair, and there were very few of the new 
members who ever heard of such rulings. We have broadened out considerably 
since then, and in order to let all members know just what was expected 
for the future, ~~ I decided long ago that these resolutions would be 
voted and passed on by the Board before my term of office expired ~ to 
avoid any misunderstanding at the end of the year. From the general com- 
ment received with the ballots and the gratifying results, I now know that 
I acted wisely and in accordance with their wishes, and I sincerely trust 
with yours too. 


The tabulated result of the vote on these resolutions is as follows: 


Note = 17 ballots were sent out; 1 to South American Director which has 
not been received (and would not affect the vote at all); and one Director 
(in an unorganized Division) did not return his. So there are 15 ballots 
to account for, as follows:—

I wish to add my thanks and express the hope that the Directors of the 
future will continue to vote as promptly on all matters of CHS as your 
Board has done in this instance. 


This is the first time that as a body have expressed their opine 
ions, and it is very gratifying to me to see that they agree so well, Many 
fine letters were returned with the ballots commending on the thought back 
of them. Only one letter picking some of them to pieces was received. 


It is now the duty of the Directors to choose who will be the Editor 
of the Bandwagon and all CHS Official Publications for the forthcoming two 
years, and I expect to have this result ready to announce when the election 
of Officers is completed. 


As you know = the present Officers' terms expire on December 31st next. 
As in the past, and at my special request CHS Bill Green — one of the old 
reliable charter members during my long term of office -- has again agreed 
to act as Election Commissioner, and it will be to him that the attached 
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Resolution No. 1 


"I would recommend that CHS Directors pass a resolution as follows: 


"That in view of the fact that CHS now has a Membership Certificate, 
That, commencing January lst, 1946, joining members henceforth pay 25% 
additional to cover a copy of the said Membership certificate e.g. 
Junior Members to pay $1.25 and Adult members to pay $2.25 = when send 
ing in the application blank. After the first year = present rate of 
dues e.g. $1.00 for Junior and $2.00 for Adult members to prevail."
